THAW FAILS: Ih 
MADHOUSE AGAIN 


Jury Trial as to Sanity Re- 
fused, His Attorneys With- 
hold. Evidence. 








WHITE PLAINS, N. Y¥., Oct. L.— 
Harry K. Thaw lost another legal 
skirmish for his freedom today and was 
recommitted te the Matteawan Hospital 
for the Criminal Insane upon the order 
of Justice Mills of White Plains. The 
recommitment was made after the court 
had refused to grant Thaw’s plea for 
a:jury trial ag to his sanity, Thaw 
having appeared in court on habeas 
corpus preceedings brought by his at- 
terneys. 

Justice Mills ruled that he could not 
now interfere in the case, in view of an 
appeal now before the Ceurt of Ap- 
peals, based en points of law. This 
appeal was brought en the ground that 
Justice Dewling’s commitment of Thaw |. 
‘to Matteawan is irregular. 

Thaw’s mother, Mrs. William Thaw, 
his sister, Mrs. George Carnegie, and 
his brother, Josiah Thaw, were in the 
courtroom. 

Justice Mills refused a week or two 
ago to grant the application of Thaw’'s 
counsel for a jury trial on the sanity 
question and decided to hear the case 
himself. The hearing was fixed for to- 
day. 

Jury Trial Again Denied, 

When Thaw was brought into court 
his counsel again moved for a jury trial 
and when this was denied asked that 
Thaw be discharged from custedy on the 
grounds that the jury in ‘the last trial 
did not find him insane. This also was 
denied. 

Thaw's counsel then declared that 
they had appealed to the New York 
State Court of Appeals from the deci- 
9 refusing a jury trial and that until 

the higher court had given a decision 
they. would submit no evidence on the 
question of Thaw's sanity. 

Justice Mills said there was no ether 
alternative than for Thaw to be re- 
turned to Matteawan Asylum, where he 
was ordered to be returned to. 
District Attorney Jerome of New 
York, who withdrew from the case when

Ellspermann told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Monday that the election board 
had found that, contrary to popular 
impression, a clause of the election law 
disfranchising voters on account of 
election bets was repealed by the State 
Legislature at the time of the enact- 
ment of the Nesbit law in 1899. 

‘The Law Against Betting: 

Section 2211 of the Revised Statutes, 


follows: 

“Every person who shal] bet or 
wager any money or other valuable 
thing on the result of any election 
authorized by the constitution and 
laws of the United States or of this 
State or on any vote to be given at 
such election, or who shall know- 
ingly become stakeholder of any 
such bet or wager shall be punished 
by a fine not exceeding $60." 

Regarded as Dead Letter. 

This law, however, has never been 
enforced and political leaders, who are 
laying heavy wagers on their Demo- 
cratic and Republican favorites regard 
it as a dead letter.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 12,.— William 
Jones, one of the dare-devil younger 
set in this city following the Civil War, 
and one of the two men who attempt- 
ed the life of Guiteau, President Gar- 
field’s assassin, is under arrest here 
charged with murder. ; 

He killed John A. McPherson of De- 
troit, Mich., at Bates Farm, near 
Brookland, om the outskirts of this city, 
last night. 

The weapon used was a shotgun and 
McPherson's breast was riddled with 
buckshot. An unloaded Winchester 
rifle was found lying beside the body. 

The shotgun was found on the porch 
of Jones’ house. Jones was arrested 
shortly after the killing and brought 
to this city and lodged in Jalil. - 


Slayer’s Wife Saw Deed., 

_Mrs. Jones, who is said to have been 
an eyewitness to the killing, has not 
been found. 

Jones admitted to Coroner Nevitt that 
he @hot M¢Pherson, but asserts that he 
acted In self-defense. 

McPherson, who was 29 years old, has 
been working on the Jones farm since 
he was discharged from the- United 
States Marine Corps, June 24 last. Me- 
Pherson was a native of Chicago. 

The attempt made upon the life of 
Guiteau by Jones was the first, the 
other being by Sergt. George ifason of 
Battery B, Fourth Artillery, the com- 
mander of the military guard at the 
Jail. When Guiteayp was taken to the 
old Criminal Court for a preliminary 
hearing in July, 1881,° Jones had +eth- 
ered a horse outsige cf the Courthouse. 

When Deputy Marshal Springman 
brought Guiteau from the building and 
placed him in the van, Jones rode be- 
side the wagon conveying the prisoner 
to the Jail. When within a few blocks 





of the institution and in the open coun- |

try, Jones drew a revolver and fired at ' 


Gulteau. Guiteau dodged and the ball 
passed above his head. 


Thought He Killed Gaftean, 

Believing he had killed the President's 
assasein, Jones turned and fled, fol- 
lowed by many mounted men. He had 
a fleet horse and, distancing his pur- 
suers, escaped into Virginia. The fol- 
lowing day he was arrested at Fred- 
ericksburg, Va., brought back to this 
city and acquitted, so strong was pub- 
lic feeling at the time. 

A month later Mason rode past the 
window of the cell where Guiteau was 
confined and sent a bali through. the 
window. Tife ball flattened itself into 
the wall. Mason was convicted and 
sentenced to prison for eight years. 
President Arthur pardoned him after 
he had been in prison a short time.

Madman Climbs Cable to 
Reach Top of Structure 337 
Feet Above River. 





ARMED WITH A RAZOR 


Pursuing Policemen Forced to 
Retreat, Climb Stairway 
Inside Tower. 


By Leased Wire from the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 12.—Great crowds 
on the Williamsburg bridge, in the 
streets below and on the decks of pass- 
ing river craft witnessed the desperate 
attempt of a man, crazed by adversity, 


to cut his throat and hurl himself from 
the top of the bridge tower, 337 feet 


‘labove the river. 


But for the quick and courageous 
work of three policemen, Clarence 
Smith, Dennis O’Donnell and Peter

The bridge promenade was comfort- 
ably filled with a slowly moving throng 
at 4 o’cleck yesterday afternoon, when 
a shabbily dressed man suddenly 4e- 
tached himself from the crowd and 
sprang upon the cable that curves up- 
ward from the Williamsburg anchorage 
to the top of the lofty steel tower. His 
face was white and haggard. He began 
climbing up the slippery cable, clinging 
with each , hand to a swaying guard 
rope of slender wire, 

The shouts of excited men and the 
shrieks of women brought Policemen 
Smith, O'Donnell and Dowling on the 
run from their respectfve posts along 
the bridge readway. 

To follow the man over that nar- 
row, rounded path of steel, which gave 
the scantiest foothold, was to court 
death. But the three bluecoats did 
not hesitate. Headed by Smith, they 
climbed out on the cable and began 
the pursuit. For a moment the fugi- 
tive strove to increase his lead, but his 
feet slipped from the cable and nothing 
but his firm grip on the guar’ wires 
saved his life. 

Attacked Policeman With Razer. 
The policemen were fast gaining on 
him, when, at a point 60 feet above the 
roadway, he halted and stood at bay. 
Hundreds of eyes were upon him and a 
cry went up from the crowds on the 
bridge promenade as he took one hand 
from *he guard rope and drew a razor 
from his pocket. With the open blade 
flashing, clutched in his right hand, 
the madman lowered himself to a sit- 
ting position, straddling the cable, with 
his face to the oncoming policeman. 


Policeman Smith, heading the trio of 


| pursuers up the sharp Incline, got with- 


in three feet of the madman. Then sud- 
denly the crouching figure astride the 
cable leaned forward and slashed at 
the policeman’s throat. The razor 
flashed within a fraction of an inch of 
the mark. Policeman Smith will prob- 
ably. never again have so narrow an 
escape from death. 

Turning from the man as if they had 
abandoned him ‘to his fate, the police- 


men destended the incline to the road- 


way. The madman resumed his perilous 
journey upward. He did not see that 
the policemen, once on the roadway, 
ran at top speed to the tower and start- 
ed up the inside stairway, a narrow, 
ladder-like structure that sigzags from 
the base of the tower to its flat top. 

All three were nearly exhausted when 
they reached the goal a moment ahead 
of the unsuspecting climbr outside. As 
he stepped from the cable to the hood 

the tower the policemen sprang upon 

him, He had no time to draw his razor, 
but he fought desperately. ' 
Fought at Dissy Height. 

In plain view of the thousands below 
the men swayed back and forth over 
the tower roof, unguarded at the sides 
and scant 12 feet wide. They were fight- 
ing on the very edge when a blow from 
a night stick struck the madman’s tem- 
ple and he fell unconscious. 

How to get the unconscious man down 
from the tower roof was the next prob- 
lem. Snapping a handcuff on each of 
his wrists and using the free ends as 
handles, Smith and his two comrades 
lowered the man down the interior zig- 
gag stairway, 22 feet from the tower 
roof.to the roadway. He was taken 
to the Eastern District Hospital. When 
he revived the man’s madness had left 
him. He proved to be Joseph Krats, 
35 years old, a laborer, living at ay Pros- 
pect street, Brooklyn. 

“I had planned to cut my throat and 
throw myself from the top of the bridge 
tower,”” he said to the hospital physi- 
cian. “I was out of work, with an aged 
mother dependent on me for support. 
li-luck had ‘followed me for a year, 
i got a small job in a Williamsburg 
sugar refinery, but lost it. Then I went 
mad, I guess, and wanted to die.”

AND CHEWS: HAS | 


TOBACCO HEART} 





Mrs. Anna Seifert Has Puffed 
at a Pipe for More Than 
Twenty Years. 





FIRST CASE ON RECORD 





She Regards This Habit as 
Responsible for Sending 
Her to Hospital. 





“Tobacco heart caused by 20 years 
smoking of a clay pipe supplemented by 
three years’ addiction to chewing, may 
cause the death of Mrs. Anna Siefert, 
48 years old, who was taken to the City 
Hospital from her home at the foot of 
Dover street Sunday afternoon. 

Mrs. Siefert has the unique distinction 
of being the only woman suffering from 
tobacco heart ever in the hospital. 

As she lay on a cot Monday Mrs. 
Siefert pleaded for “a chew.’* She was 
told that the further use ,of tobacco 
would probably be fatal, but she replied: 


to live without it.’’ 

Her pipe smoking was begun when 
she was a young woman just as other 
people begin smoking, that is, for a li- 
version. She has smoked several pipe- 
fulls daily for many years. 

Chewed for Lung Trouble. 

Her chewing habit, she told physicians 
at the hospital, was begun for medicinal 
purposes. She had lung trouble three 
years ago and friends advised her to 
use tobacco. 

“I do smoke a pipe,” 
advisers. 

**Yes,”’ they responded, “but you ought 
to chew, too. Chewing is better for lung 
trouble than smoking.”’ 

So Mrs. Siefert. took a chew from the 
package of “plug cut” she had been 
smoking. It tasted so good that she 
took to chewing constantly, day and 
night, even taking a freslt quid into her 
mouth on retiring. In a short cime her 
lung trouble disappeared, but she could 
not, and did not want to, quit chewing. 

“It was not the chewing I did in the 
daytime nor the smoking that hurt my 
heart,”” she said, “but what I chewed 
at night. In the daytime I could spit. 
At night, asleep, I couldn’t, so I had 
to swallow the juice, and often I swal- 
lowed the whole quid. My husband, 
Charles, didn’t like my chewing.”’ 

Chewed in Ambulance. 

The last chew enjoyed by Mrs. Sie- 
fert was in the ambulance on the way 
to the hospital. She did not have her 
package of plug cut with her, but « 
gallant ambulance driver relieved her 
distress of mind by permitting her to 
bite a chew off his plug. 

Dr. L. E.' Ritcher of 7310 Michigan 
avenue has been treating Mrs. Siefert. 
It. was supposed that she had heart 
lesion, but as she grew worse he decided 
that she had tobacco heart. He ordered 
her sent to the hospital. 

Supenintendent Kirchner of the hospi- 
tal, said Monday: “Her case is very 
peculiar—the first of the kind I ever 
knew of. Her condition is serious and 
she may die.”

General Von Meyer for a new issue of 
United States postage stamps, from 1 


cent to $1. The $2 and $5 denominations 
now in use will be reprinted. 

The 2-cent stamp willbe the first dis- 
tributed, and it is expected that ship- 
ments to postmasters will commence 
some time in November. 

The stamps are of a similar design, 
containing a head in an ellipse, the only 
decoration being laurel leaves on either 
side of the ellipse. The li-cent stamp 
contains the head of Franklin, while 
all the others will bear that of Wash- 
ington, taken from busts by. Houdon. 
The profile has been taken in each 
instance instead of a full view, giving 
a bas-relief effect.
